wish by some local financiers for the 
evolving- of t>ome plan whereby the local 
banks can carry out a scheme such aa 
has been outlined by Barrows, Wade, 
Guthrie .& Co., and retain the control 
of the mills in the hands of local people. 
The other is (he receipt of letteisfrom 
Nelson G. Greene, who speaks for a 
syndicate chat has in- view the consoli- 
dating of thti ownership of ail the cotton 
mills in the United States. 


Nelson G. Green is popularly supposed 


to represent John E. Searlps. the finan- 
cier, now opei-atinicr in the formation of 
a cotton baling trust 


It may be said that the offers are not 


popularly believed to be parts of a 
feasible plan in so far as the 
Fall 


River mills are concerned. 
Some treas - 


urers have hoped for a national trust for 
a long ttme, but it was only with tha 
desire for a management that sho.uld 
in some measure control competition in 
selling-. 
It has never been the desire 


of local people to have the financial con- 
trol of the mills go out of the city. 


A capital of at least 423,000,000 will be 


required if for no other purpose than 
to insure the purchase of the properties 
if cash is called for. 


The promoters of the first offer say 


that they have the fullest confidence 
that unless-something very different ap- 
pears than has yet been in evidence ail of 
the mills ottered will be in their control 
within three months. 


Each corporation has been valued for 


consolidation purposes, ana trie extreme 
results obtained are very striking. The 
wide difference in some of the mills' 
valuations per spindle may be explained 
by the difference in age and condition of 
the equipments, the location of the mills, 
their real esate and the surplusses which 
some of the corporations have accumu- 
lated. 
For instance, the Durfee mill, 


which shows a capitalization of only 
$3.80 per spindle, Is counted worth $10.94 
by the promoters of the trust. This is 
due to the surplus -nhich has been al- 
lowed to accumulate and put into new 
buildings and equipment. In the case 
of the Troy, the real estate owned by the 
company in the centre of the city brings 
tip its. valuation to $17.32 per spindle, or 
$10.53 in excess of the amount shown by 
the capitalization. 


On the whole, the price per spindle of- 


fered would seem large if applied to 
mills outside of Fall River, but it was 
recognized by those \vho made the fig- 
ures that the production per spindle is 
probably greater here tlian in any other 
American manufacturing centre. 
In 


fact, the values are considered to show 
an Intimate knowledge of the plants, and 
a long study of the stock markets in 
this city and Boston, where Fall River 
mill shares are disposed of. 
The pro- 


ductive capacities of some of the mills 
warrant better prices than have been 
offered, and it may take some little tims 
to convince owners that higher figures 
are not obtainable. 


Conditions Have Changed. 


Providence, Aug. 24.—There is no 


longer the possibility of a strike by the 
telegraph operators of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad com- 
pany. The representatives of the men 
have been given assurances that their 
complaints would be listened to and be 
given consideration, and the members 
of the Order of Railwav Telegraphers 
have been informer] by their president 
that the conditions which prevailed at 
the time they voted to strike have been 
changed. It is expected that after a 
few weeks there will be an amicable ad- 
justment of all differences.

Word came from Mayor Keenan of 


Darien that the town was in charge of 
an armed negro mob, and he'urged that 
troops be sent with all speed. When the 
troops arrived last evening they found 
many excited negroes, but otherwise 
there had been no disorder. Captain 
Gleason marched his men up to the Mc- 
Intosh county jail, received Delgall from 
the sheriff and carried him to the train. 
Captain Gleason and 125 of his men re- 
turned here and Delgall was lodged tn 
Chatham county jail. The object of the 
negroes in assembling was to prevent 
Delgall bein-g lynched, or taken from 
Mclntosh county. They did not attempt 
to interfere with the military. Captain 
Gleason left 75 men there to preserve 
order. 


The crime for which the negro was 


arrested is said to have been committed 
nine months ago, the victim having told 
the story upon the birth of her mulatto 
child. She said she did not tell before 
because Delgall threatened to kill her 
father and herself if she did so. The 
name of the woman is Matilda Ann Hope, 
aged 22 years.

PROSECUTION WINCES 


GLADSTONE'AND DISRAELI. 


Washington, Aug. 24.—General Otis 


has applied the Chinese exclusion laws 
to the Philippines, according to diplo- 
matic advices received by the state de- 
partment. 
The information was a sur- 


prise to the authorities here, both state 
and military, as''the matter has been 
under consideration for some time, and 
it was not known that ueneral Otis had 
put the exclusion laws into force. 


The first intimation In that direction 


came in a dispatch, received a few days 
ago from the Chinese consul at Ma- 
nila, telling the Chinese legation here 
that the exclusion laws against Chinese 
had been applied to the Philippines. 
The dispatch was brought to the at- 
tention of the state department, and in- 
quiry was made as to how the action 
was brought ahnut, n« the Chinese gov- 
ernment has been solicitous, since Amer- 
ican military control was established in 
the Philippines, that the United States 
exclusion laws should not be extended 
over the islands. The state department 
knew nothing- of such an extension, and 
made inquiry of the war department. 
The military authorities, however, were 
equally without'information as to Gen- 
eral Otis' course in this particular. 


Accordingly the Chinese officials were 


advised that any action taken by Gen- 
eral Otis in applying the exclusion laws 
to the Philippines was not the result 
of instructions sent from here, but was 
doubtless due to an exercise of his au- 
thority as governor geneial of the Phil- 
ippines. 


What further steps the Chinese au- 


thorities will take has not been de- 
termined, as Minister Wu Ting Fang is 
out of the city for a few days. There is 
little doubt, however, that he will seek 
to have General Otis' order held in 
abeyance until the authorities here pass 
upon the general question, which has 
been under consideration between the 
two governments. 


In this connection, the state depart- 


ment has received an important letter 
from Mr. Williams, our former consul 
at Manila, who sttll remains there in a 
confidential capacity. 
He says the na- ' 


live Filipinos are strongly opposed to 
Chinese labor, and, in his opinion, the 
exclusion of the Chinese from the isl- 
ands would materially aid in bringing 
the war to a close. 
He places the 


Chinese population at 52,000, which is 
considerably more than estimates from 
official sources. 
The letter is dated | 


July 26. It has been turned over to 
the war department, to be used in the ' 
general consideration of the exclusion ' 
question. 
1 


The Chinese government has shown 


more anxiety as to the course of this 
government toward the Chinese in the 
Philippines than towards those in Cuba 
or other parts of the world, mainly be- 
cause the Philippines are so near China 
and large numbers of Chinese are es- 
tablished there. 


They carry on the bulk of the retail 


trade, have an extensive quarter in Ma- 
nila, and send out traveling salesmen, 
carrying packs, to the remote interior of 
the islands. 
Some of the official re- 


ports, including those of Admiral Dewey, 
have paid a tribute to the work per- 
formed by the ChiViese, and Naval Con- 
structor Hobson has recently reported 
to the navy department on the value of 
Chinese labor in naval and commercial 
pursuits in the far east. 


This has led the Chinese officials here 


to believe that the exclusion laws would 
not be applied to the Philippines, and 
they are still hopeful that General Otis' 
action will be a temporary move, in- 
cident to military occupation, and not 
a part of the permanent policy of this 
government toward the islands. 


The only action taken here as to the 


Chinese exclusion laws has been in 
ruling that they were not a part of the 
immigration laws, and did not apply to 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 


Our Sovereignty Over Moros. 


Manila, Aug. 24—General Bates has 


returned from Sulu, having successfully 
accomplished his mission there. 
After 


five-weeks' negotiation 
an agreement 


was signed, which in substance was as 
follows: 
"American sovereignty over 


Moros shall b° recognized and there 
shall be no persecution against religion. 
The United States shall occupy and con- 
trol such parts of the archipelago as 
public interest demands; any person 
can purchase land, with the sultan's 
consent: the introduction of firearms 
shall be prohibited; piracy shall be sup- 
pressed; tho American courts shall have 
jurisdiction, except between the Moros; 
the Americans shall protect the Moros 
against foreign imposition, and the sul- 
tan's subsidy from Spain shall be con- 
tinued." 
The sultan and several chiefs 


signed the agreement.

to sully Dreyfus' private character were 
the third and fourth witnesses. 


First, Major de Chatelet repeated an 


al-leged conversation of Dreyfus regard- 
Ing a lady at whose house Dreyfus is al- 
leged to have gambled and lost money. 
But, when cross-examined, De Chatelet's 
memory failed him entirely, especially 
when as-ked the name of the lady, the 
street she resided in and the sum Drey- 
fus lost. 


Next M. Dubreuil showed equally as- 


tounding forgetfulness 
on 
essential 


points of his evidence concerning Drey- 
fus' acquaintanceship with a foreign at- 
tache, and when M. Demange capped 
his successful examination of this point 
by promising to show that Du'breuil's 
record in the law courts is far 
from 


clear the witness left the stand badly 
discredited. 


The special correspondents here agree 


that, although yesterday's sitting was 
monotonous, it was altogether a good 
day for Dreyfus. 
The proceedings, 


though much less exciting- than on the 
previous day, were still dominated by 
the strong personality of Maitre Labori. 
People are beginning to see a likeness 
to the opening of Gambetta's career, and 
are asking whether Labori will go as 
far. 


The most important point in the pro- 


ceedings, perhaps, was the disposal of 
General Gonse, who practically had to 
confess that the general staff had shield- 
ed Esterhazy. 
Thus Mercier and Gonse 


are both practically shelved, and the 
general staff is beginning to show signs 
of v.-avcrjr-.g. 


Another good Eign was when a point of 


law arose on a certain matter, and Col- 
onel Jouaust. the president of the court- 
martial, replied: 
"I am not up in law. 


I will make inquiries, and, if I find 
I have the right to do so, I will make the 
order." 


This was in reply to Labori's request 


for certain information concerning the 
character of a witness, to be furnished 
by the public prosecutor, and it seemed 
to indicate a desire on the part of the 
Judges to honestly seek the truth. 


M. Jaures, the socialist leader who, ' 


with Mathieu Dreyfus, sees Labori every ! 
day after the session, and who is ac- ! 
duainted with the entire tactics of the ' 
defense, says: "I am convinced that 
Dreyfus will be acquitted. He must be 
acquitted, for no new fact has been 
brought up against him. The generals, 
•I believe, ate going tu mane ineir last 
Btand on Bertillon's system, which they 
intend to submit as proving Dreyfus 
guilty. Intelligent men laugh at it. but 
It is very ingenious and has the merit, in 
the eyes of the generals, of being incom- 
prehensible to an ordinary man and thus 
calculated to impiess him. if supported 
by the puppets of the general staff. 
Bertillon's theory has already been in- 
troduced by some of the military wit- 
nesses, w ho declare their confidence in it. 
The trial, in my belief, will last about 
another 20 days."

JHy<o\vn observation and judg- 
ment g^ye.the superiority to Mr. Glad- 
stone all through, but I quite admit 
that Disraeli stood up well to his great 
opponent and that it was not always 
easy to jywasd the prize of victory. The 
two niea a voices werfi curiously un- 
like. Disraeli had a deep, low, power- 
ful voice, heard everywhere throughout 
the house, but having little variety or 
mnsio in at. 
Gladstone's voice was 


tuned to 'a higher note, was penetrat- 
ing, respnant, liquid and full of an ex- 
qui§ite modulation -and music which 
gave new shades of meaning to every 
emphasized word. 
The ways of the 


men were in almost every respect curi- 
ously unlike. Gladstone was always 
eager for conversation. He loved to talk 
to anybody about anything. Disraeli, 
even among his most intimate friends, 
was given to frequent fits of absolute 
and apparently gloomy silence. 


Gladstone, after his earlier parliar 


mentary days, became almost entirely 
indifferent to dross. Disraeli always 
turned out in the newest fashion, and 
down to his latest years went in the 
get up of a young man about town. Not 
le«3 different were the characters and 
temperaments of the two men. Glad- 
stone changed his political 
opinions 


many times during his long parliament- 
ary career, but he changed his opin- 
ions only in deference to the force of a 
growing conviction and to the recog- 
nition of facts and conditions which 
he could no longer conscientiously dis- 
pute. Nobody probably ever knew what 
Mr. Disraeli's real opinions were upon 
any political question or whether he 
bad any real opinions at all. Gladstone 
began as a Tory and gradually became 
changed into a Eadical. Disraeli began 
as an extreme Radical under the pat- 
ronage of JJamei O'Connell and changed 
into a Tory. But everybody knew that 
Gladstone was at first a sincere Tory 
and at last a sincere Eadical. Nobody 
knew, or, indeed, cared, whether Dis- 
raeli ever was either a sincere Radical 
or a sincere Tory.—Justin McCarthy in 
Outlook.

INTEREST RATE AND CITY BEST 


The Boston Advertiser has taken the 


position, that money has been too cheap 
for the good of cities. The paper holds 
that the very low rate of interest has 
encouraged borrowing, the bad effects 
of which will be felt in a year or two. 
Many attempts have been made to ex- 
plain the increase in the bonded debt 
of. cities during the last tea or fifteen 
years. This Imv interest theory is put 
forth with considerable gu&to, but it 
does not do much explaining as far as 
•ne can see. The fact is cities have 
borrowed money at all rates of interest 
and under all conditions of the money 
market. The rate hardly ever influences 
the borrowing. There is the one great 
fact that* municipalities can borrow 
money and by borrowing secure at 
once a desired 
public improvement 


which would be out of the question if 
the money had to be raised within the 
year in the regular tax levy. And cities 
have been forced into heavy borrowing 
by the march of progress. The higher 
social ideals have drivea the larger 
cities into debt and the smaller city to 
maintain its relative position has had 
to follow. 


The city which does not struggle 


to keep near the front in the matter of 
public conveniences must fall to the 
very rear. It understands, and is more 
and more realizing, that if it is to grow 
it must expend and improve. The cur- 
rent of progress will set away from the 
city which fails to equip itself with 
the modern municipal essentials. To 
this is mainly due the heavy debt of 
cities, and in incurring the debt the 
cities have not very seriously consid- 
ered the interest rate. The money had 
to be had.

Their architec- 
ture is perfect; their symmetry beau- 
tiful and graceful,—monuments of a 
past 
wonderful 
civilization whose 


builders and purposes only the Literati 
can tell. The Great Wall of China 
starts from the sea in the gulf of Pe- 
Chi-Li and runs no less than twelve 
hundred miles through 
the 
empire, 


spanning rivers and crossing moun- 
tains. It has a height of twenty feet, 
and five horsemen can ride abreast on 
its paved summit. Everything in this 
great empire spea'ks of a remote and 
hoary antiquity. Looking , over the 
plain from the seacost there is no sign 
of modern life; no furnaces sending 
up smoke and steam; no railway trains 
rumbling over the land; no long lines 
of telegraph poles sweeping the sky; 
and no screams of steam whistles ex- 
cept along the big rivers. The plain 
lies in the dead silence of an immense 
solitude. And yet over the wide extent 
of this immense plain there are swarms 
of industrious, frugal, busy people- 
over three hundred millions of human, 
intelligent 
beings, and innumerable 


villages, towns, and 
cities. 
It 
is 


truly as much of a wonderland as the 
Egypt of the Pharaohs! 


The Chinese are essentialy a peace- 


ful and laborious people. Twenty miles 
from the seacoast cities the people 
know as little of modern European civ- 
ilization as they do of the Zulus or 
Kaffirs of Africa. 
They have no com- 


munications with the outside world, 
and have no need of them, and the race 
is verily a law unto itself. They are ig- 
norant of the arts of war.for they hate 
war. They have no modern implements 
for armies, for they hate armies. They 
cannot understandwhy nations should 
kill, burn and devastate when they pro- 
fess to be under the dominion of rea- 
son and justice; nor can they conceive 
of nations existing not under the do- 
minion of these fundamental principles 
of humanity; and hence it is that for- 
eignersare all classed asbarbarians. War 
with them is pure barbarism. Down 
deep in the hearts and minds or this 
race are stamped indelibly the mem- 
ories of the horrors^, the massacres, the 
ruins and desolation they suffered un- 
der their conquest by Genges Khan and 
his horde -of savage Mongols. There is 
a good foundation for the national pre- 
judice against all foreigners as "foreign 
devils" or as brutal barbarians. 


It has been aptly said that this nation 


is the only one known to men that is 
destitute of a national religion. It is 
true tha millions of these people are 
Buddhists; but Buddhism, as a religion 
in. China, is a mere form and sits very 
loosely upon the conscience of its vo- 
taries. Oaly in so far as Buddhism 
correlates with the ethics and moral 
teachings of Confucius is it regarded 
with any serious respect or obligation. 
But if the Chinese race has no national 
religion it possesses a precious code of 
morals and of philosophy which em- 
braces tenets as lofty and ideals as 
noble as Christianity itself. 
Theolo- 


gians have mot been wanting, time 
out of mind, to declare that no nation 
and no race of men can preserve their 
vitality as a nation or a race outside 
of Christianity. Chinese history affords 
a marvelous refutation and proof to the 
contrary, and it would seem to appear 
that national morals is the heart 
and soul of national vitality rather 
than national theologies.—Rear-Admir- 
al Francis Asbury Roe, in Self Culture 
for September.

Before the Kimberley mines were 


discovered moat of the diamonds added 
to the world's utook came from either 
Hindustan or from Brazil. The largest 
deposits were found in Golconda, in the 
Hyderabad territory, and in Minas Ge- 
raes, in Brazil. The African discoveries 
first showed scientific men what the 
origin and native place of the diamond 
really were. In the Indian and Brazilian 
fields-it was plainly not native to the 
soil and was picked up ont of differing 
formations. In South Africa it was 
found in a rotten rook, apparently form- 
ing part of the earth's crust, and not a 
mere superfipial deposit, as the others 
had been. The great mines in this re- 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
the London Standard, are situated with- 
in a circle about 3$£ miles in diameter. 
There are five principal mines, the 
largest being only about 45 acres in ex- 
tent. They are the famous Kimberley, 
Bultfontein, De Beers, Dn Toits Pan 
and Wesseltou mines. They are of fab- 
ulous richness. Here the town of Kim- 
berley has sprung up. 


The district is about 4,000 feet above 


sea level and lies at the northern edge 
of a plateau which extends from the 
Bokkeveldt mountains, near the cape 
of Good Hope, to the border of the 
Transvaal. There are mines in the 
Orange Free State, two being of consid- 
erable note, one 80, the other 60 miles 
away, with several more of less impor- 
tance both there and in the Kimberley 
district. The river washings are still 
continued, but the yield of gems from 
them is not very rich or steady. Mining 
in the rock was carried on at first in a 
rough and ready fashion, but all that 
has changed. In most parts of the dis- 
trict, after clearing away some feet of 
surface soil, the excavator comes upon 
a dark, coaly shale 100 feet or more 
thick. Beneath this lies a mass of igne- 
ous rock allied to basalt, more than 
three times as thick, and that is succeed- 
ed by a blackish shale, with bands of 
hard sandstone. But here and there in- 
stead of the shale, though surrounded 
by it, like a pond in a field, is a mass 
of curious rotten stuff, in which some- 
times fragments of shale and sometimes 
hard mineral grains can be seen. 


This at first is of a rusty yellowish 


color. Then in about 100 feet it turns to 
a dull green and becomes a little more 
solid—sometimes distinctly harder than 
dry clay. The two rocks arc identical 
in origin, but the npper or "yellow 
ground" is more decomposed than the 
lower or "blue ground." Gradually 
the rock ceases to yield to spade or pick. 
It has to be quarried in the usual way 
and is quite as hard as a bit of good 
limestone. It has now quite a different 
appearance, seeming to consist largely 
of fragments, varying in shape and 
size, some angular, some rounded, from 
at least two inches in diameter down to 
very small grains. Some evidently are 
pieces of rock, others are minerals (of- 
ten broken, but occasionally looking 
like crystals). All these are set • in a 
rtnrk greenish colored -rasters—This, 
then—whether rotten or solid—is the 
diamond bearing rock. It seems to fill 
huge pipes or shafts, which somehow 
or other have been driven or "punched" 
through the shale and underlying rocks, 
and these go vertically downward to 
what distance is unknown, but certain- 
ly not less than 1,500 feet

About 1880 the mines had been ac- 


quired by companies, and they are now 
nnited under the name of the De Beers 
Consolidated mines. Deep shafts have 
been sunk through the "country rock," 
from which levels are driven to the 
"pipes." The diamond bearing rock is 
quarried away, as it were, layer by 
layer and is taken up to the surface. 
During this process a diamond may be 
discovered, but that is a mere chance. 
The rock is then conveyed to an in- 
closure, where it is exposed to atmos- 
pheric action in order that, if possible, 
it may crumble naturally to pieces and 
the risk be avoided of splitting the con- 
tained 
diamonds by crushing it up. 


This, however, is sometimes necessary. 
At last, after being subjected to various 
processes, including washing, the min- 
eral residue is picked over for diamonds. 


The quantity of diamonds which have 


been produced by these mines is some- 
thing astonishing. Indeed the directors 
find it needful to limit the output lest 
they should glut the market. It is said 
that by the end of 1892 about ten tons 
of diamonds had been yielded by these 
mines, valued at £60,000,000. They 
•would fill, as Crookes, the well known 
English scientist and lecturer, stated in 
a recent lecture on the diamond and 
these mines, a box 5 feet square and 6 
feet high. The annual product is now 
about half a ton, and some 8,000 per- 
sons, of whom rather more than cue- 
fifth are white, are employed in the 
works.

Big Crowd for a Great Minstrel Show

LIEUT YATES ON THE WAR 


100,000 Men Could Close up Affair by 


End of First Year 


Lieutenant Yates,.who conducted the 


recruiting station here, has been inter- 
viewed at his. home in Milwaukee, 
where he is1 suffering from sunstroke. 
After speaking of Filipino methods Of 
warfare, he says: 


"I think the war will continue for 


some time and I hope to get in shape in 
time enough to go back and get some 
more of it.

The price which v,-as gh eu at that time 
by the whicr company was $150.000 or 
SO cents on a dollar tor'the stork and 
the bonds at par. value. It was the 
unanimous vote of the meeting that the 
sum of $12.",0no lx> offered un<\ the mat- 
ter was left with F. C. Murkham, who 
was representing thf i-onip^ny to nego- 
tiate with A. c. Houehion of North 
Adams, president o* the company, and 
other 
stockholders that 
that price 


might be presented to the town at a 
special meeting". After due considera- 
tion the company have decided to stand 
by their original price of $150.000, and 
4hay claim they will nut take one cent 
less. -It was generally believed that 
the sum offered by the town \vas a 
large one and that the company would 
sell at that price. 


A member of the company in an in- 


terview with the Transcript reportfr 
yesterday said that the company was 
not anxious to sell and that the 'r.nser 
the town waited the more they would 
lave to pay. as the town Is increasing 
In- size ,a*d population, ana the supply 
cf water must be increased from time 
to time. To increase the supply more 
money must be laid out and the plant 
js therefore besoming worth more every 
day. It seems to be the opinion of the 
most influential iwn in trfvn that the 
sooner the town owns -ks own water 
supply' the better. For every dollar 
which the water company puts into the 
plant from riow on the town will have 
to pay two. 
It is business with th=> 


tvater company to see that it does, for 
It is a corporation orgenized for money 
making purposes and not for the espe- 
cial good of the town, although the 
town has no reason to complain of the 
manner in which the company h.ive 
conducted the works, as general sails- 
faction has been^givei and the town 
has'been supplied "at a very low rate. 


A statement was also made by one -if 


the company that so- far as the com- 


• pany being frightefif.l at the hip-h tax 
.which was placed on the i<lai.t this 
year wag an entirely wrong impression 
and he also said that someone would 
have to pay that exti^ expense wliieh 
means that the water tax will b • laispfl. 
The question of taxing the water com- 
pany is one which is also being dis- 
cussed, as it would seem that trie people 
nho are using the waiter and at the 
same time paying the heaviest taxes in

It is described with a. high de- 
gree of positiveness in medical books, 
but the fact that afflictions wholly un- 
like are classed under tho general head 
of rheumatism is proof that there is no 
certain knowledge of its character. It 
is found to be associated with disorders 
of the throat and stomach and with dis- 
tinctly nervous affections. The varieties 
run from muscular rheumatism to neu- 
ralgia, yet as to what tissues are most 
involved in tho worst form of the dis- 
ease and in what manner they are in- 
volved there are as many opinions us 
there are varieties of rheumatism.

They generously put 
themselves within the range and reach 
of his shoes or whatever missiles he has 
at hand, in order that he may vary the 
monotony of pain with the pleasure of 
personal assault. .To announce the con- 
tagiousness of rheumatism is to drive 
away from his bedside all sympathetic 
and enduring friends. When they wit- 
ness the moral decay of a good man in 
tho clutches of this disease, they are 
naturally disposed to save themselves 
by flight from a like condition.

PHOTOGRAPHIC FviYGTERIES". 


Tlio SurprJsir« Imnces That Sometimes 


ShoT? After a Plate IB Developed. 


It is no uncommon experience to find 


upon new plates certain images for 
which there seems no possible explana- 
tion, their startling and unaccountable 
appearance being "wropt in mistry'," 
causing astonishment not unmixed with 
nncauny feeling. A gentleman made 
an exposure upon the interior of a 
friend's house. He was doubtful of the 
time nnd proceeded to develop for tin- 
der exposure. To his great surprise the 
plate developed quickly, and to his 
greater surprise tho image was an in- 
terior quite different from that upon 
which he had exposed. The plate was 
from a fresh box and could not possibly 
have had a previous exposure. 


Another instance of the kind, having 


quite n sensational and tragic ending, 
is on record. An exposure was made 
upon a view having a river in the fore- 
ground. The photographer, while de- 
veloping this peculiar plate, was per- 
fectly astounded by an appearance 
which he had not seen while taking the 
photograph, and for which he could in 
no way account. On completing the 
development there was plainly reveal- 
ed in the foreground of the picture the 
figure of a woman, apparently floating 
upright iu the, water. Not many weeks 
after, to complete the mystery, the body 
of a woman was found in the river at 
the exact spot where the photograph 
bad been taken. 
* 


Again, not long since, the daily pa- 


pers were agitated over the account of 
a traveling photographer who, upon 
making an exposure, upon the exterior 
of a reputed haunted house, discovered 
it-one of tho windows a portrait of the 
murdered man through 
whom the 


house had gained its evil name. In. an- 
other case three distinct images, having 
no connection ono with the other, were 
impressed upon a single film. The plate 
was exposed upon a garden in the even- 
ing—nothing remarkable being seen— 
but when placed in tho developer a 
man's hat of old fashioned shape, a 
child's drees and a dog were distrib- 
uted over the image of the garden. 


Such mysterious images were more 


common in the days of wet plates than 
now. A few years back Professor Bur- 
ton investigated the matter. Upon trac- 
ing back the history of the glass ho 
found that it had been used for other 
films, and that the images which ap- 
peared undoubtedly arose from the re- 
mains of previous images. 
The old 


glass was thus proved to he the source 
of the ghosts; it only deepened tho sci- 
entific mystery, while it cleared away 
the supernatural. Tho glass traced by 
Burton had been washed for some 
weeks, immersed in strong nitric acid, 
and every means taken to insure chem - 
ical cleanliness, yet in spito of all this 
enough energy remained latent to form 
a developable image upon the new film, 
whether by chemical or physical force 
remains to be discovered. A complete 
solution of the difficulty would prob- i 
ably throw considerable light upon the 
nature of the photographic images iu 
general. At least, it secths to indicate 
that light is not absolutely essential in 
the formation cf latent images in a ' 
sensitive film.—American Journal of 
Photography.

BIRDS AND DISEASE.' 


An Authority Who Think* Bird* Incapa- 


ble of Carrying; Contagion. 


Ptrsous interested in birds have re- 


Wntly been debating tho question 
whether these creatures are capable of 
contracting diseases from human beings 
or of transmitting disease to human be- 
ings. Expert opinion seems to be di- 
vided. On the one hand Dr. K. Rulf, 
director of Qefierderte Welt, in a recent 
letter to the president of the Acclima- 
tion society, asserts that the transmis- 
sion of any disease from a bird to a 
man and vice versa is absolutely impos- 
sible. Says Dr. Rulf: 


"For more than 80 years I have been 


occupied in keeping, observing and 
raising exotic birds of plumage; conse- 
quently I have had occasion to deal with 
them when ill. Every bird that has died 
has been examined, and I have thus dis- 
sected during about 80 years several 
hundred parakeets. I have always kept 
these birds during their illness, some- 
times for a considerable period, in my 
apartment, which is somewhat restrict- 
ed in size, being composed of only six 
rooms for four grown persons and four 
children. During all this period I have 
not had a single case of sickness in my 
family, although the birds have bad all 
possible kinds of maladies. I am also 
confirmed in my belief by the fact that 
I have allowed no opportunity to pass 
of asking for information on the subject 
from tho principal dealers in birds at 
Hamburg, Cologne, London, Liverpool, 
Antwerp, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux whenever they had 
Bick birds in considerable numbers. In 
no case was I informed that any one, 
either a member of the family or an em- 
ployee, had been attacked in the house of 
one of these merchants, and I obtained 
the same information from the directors 
of the great zoological gardens at Paris 
and London. No contagion—and I can- 
not insist too strongly on this point— 
could ever be established." 


These, however, are all negative facts 


and would fdl to stand against even 
one authenticated case of the transmis- 
sion of disease to or from pet birds. 
Such cases, it is believed, have been 
proved to exist by Dr. Laboulbene, who 
communicates an account of hia investi- 
gations to the bulletin of the Acclima- 
tion society. 


FISH WITH WINGS. 


These Scaly Filers Are Plentiful In Tropic 


Deep Waterg. 


The flying fish loves deep -water and 


isf found throughout the length aad 
breadth of tropical seas. He is fond of 
feeding near the gulf \veeu of the Sar- 
gasso and deposits his stringy, glutinous 
spawn on its yellow branches. Vessels 
bound from New York to the Caribbee 
islands, upon reaching the "horse lati- 
tudes," sometimes encounter vast qu«n- 
tites of drifting weed, strung out into 
long ribbonlike patches about an eighth 
of a mile apart. Among the goldep 
weed, with its delicate leaves and globf- 
ular seeds, exists a curious family-of 
cuttlefish, crabs, mollusks and .small 
fishes. Upon these the flying fish preys, 
and they in turn devour ita spawn. 
Every plunge of the steamer as she 
plows through the blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying fish into the 
air, where they scatter in all directions, 
with the sunlight glistening on their 
gauzy wings. 


The flying fish of the Atlantic attains 


a length of'nearly one foot and a breadth 
between wing tips of 11 inches. He 
has a round, compact body, about about 
one inch in diameter near the pectoral 
fins or wings. There is also an auxil- 
iary pair of ventral fins or wings, not 
nearly so large as the pectoral pair. 
The wings are formed by a thin, trans- 
parent membrane stretched over a deli- 
cate bony framework and are either, 
black, white or mottled with both. 
The upper half of the entire fish is a 
metallic bine in. color, while the lower 
portion is a nacreous white. Black, 
prominent eyes; a email, prehensile 
mouth; forked tail, dorsal and anal fins, 
complete the picture of one of the most 
interesting little fishes in all nature's 
vast aquarium. 


In flight he darts from the water to a 


height of 20 feet and goes scudding 
away before the wind, beating the air 
rapidly with both wings and tail. He 
sails straight away for 1,000 feet or 
even more, occasionally touching the 
crest of a wave, and seeming to gain a 
new impetus by the contact.—Forest 
and Stream. 


TRADES "THAT KILL? 


Occupations That Gradnally Destroy the 


Lives of the Men Engaged In Them. 
People are afraid to travel by land or 


sea and take out all sorts of accident 
policies, but there are many legitimate 
occupations or trades that kill aa cer- 
tainly and steadily as the most ill reg- 
ulated steam engine. An old writer 
eaid that human life was the cheapest 
thing on earth. Strange to say, says an 
English trade journal, you cannot 
frighten the workmen who know how 
dangerous is their trade, and not even 
higher wages will tempt them from 
such death traps. Lead, in the form of 
bullets and ghot, is a deadly, dangerous 
thing, but it is also death dealing to all 
who use it in their work, as house 
painters, gilders, calico printers, lyre 
founders, potters and braziers 


Mercury is a foe to life. Those who 


make mirrors, barometers or thermom- 
eters, who etch or color wool or felt, 
will soon feel the effect of the nitrate 
of mercary in teeth, gums and the tis- 
sues of the body. Silver kills those who 
handle it, and photographers, makers of 
hair dyes and ink and other prepara- 
tions ere long turn gray, while a dead- 
ly weariness subdues them, and soon 
they succumb. Copper enters into the 
composition of many articles of every- 
day life, and too soon those who work 
in bronzing and similar decorative proc- 
esses lose teeth and eyesight and final- 
ly life. Makers of wall paper grow pale 
and sick from the arsenic in its color- 
ing, 
and matchmakers lose strength 


and vitality from the excess of phos- 
phorus used in their business. 


Nitric acid is used by engravers, by 


etchers in copper, by makers of gun cot- 
ton and those who supply our homes 
with lovely picture frames. Its fumes 
are poison to the human lungs nnd soon 
destroy them completely. Ammonia 
kills the soapmakera; workers in guano 
grow deaf; hydrocyanic acid deals 
death tn gilders, photographers nnd pic- 
ture finishers, while zinc is a fatal foe 
to calico printers, makers of optical 
glasses and meerschaum pipes.

Photographs by Sugar tight. 


A scientist has discovered that light 


may be produced from sugar. He has 
succeeded in taking several photographs 
by the light supplied by sugar only. 
The sugar was first exposed to a direct 
sunlight for two hours and then placed 
in a dark room. Immediately on being 
placed in the darkness the 
sunlight 


stored in the sugar began to glow, faint- 
ly at first, but quite brightly after a few 
minutes. After about 20 minutes, dur- 
ing which time the phonographs were 
taken, the light began to die away and 
gradually went out. The photographs 
taken by sugar light are quite distinct, 
though not as clear as an ordinary pho- 
tograph. The scientist who made this 
discovery declares that by exposing a 
sack of sugar to strong sunlight for two 
hours enough light could be procured 
from it to illumine a small house for 
the same period.—London Tit-Bita.

The presence of full grown, ripe 


Worden grapes upon the market at

York Times: A few weeks ago several 
large vineyards were struck by light- 
ning, which leaped along entire rows 
over the wires which support the vines. 
Contrary to the growers' expectations, 
who thought all the vines would be 
ruined, the green fruit began to ripen 
immediately, and the vines were prac- 
tically uninjured.
